Good Day For Knives. 

In a difficulty which occurred at 
Ruddles Mills Sunday morning between 
Richard Henaon and Cleveland Weaver, 
the latter was dangerously cut. The 
difficulty took place in fhont of the 
store of Albert Rice, where it is said 
Weaver was playing with a small boy 
when Henaon came up. The two men 
engaged in heated words, when, it is 
alleged Weaver threw a atone striking 
Henson in the head. 

Henson closed in on Weaver with an 
open knife and inflicted a deep wound 
on the head and face, the gash start- 
ing at a point near the top of the 
head, ranging downward, narrowly 
missing the eye and cutting the lip 
badly. 

He was taken to tha home of a rela- 
tive where he received medical atten- 
tion, eighteen stitches being necessary 
to cluse the wound. It is feared his 
eye may be affected as a result of the 
injury. 

Henson received a gash in the aide 
of the head from the rock thrown by 
Weaver and a physician was :alled to 
stop the profuse flow of blood. Ueputy 
Sheriff Talbott went to Ruddles Mills 
and placed Henson under arrest, lodg- 
ing him in the Paris jail, but later he 
gave bond for his release. Weaver, 
who is a clerk in the Stout Restaurant 
in this city, wa3 on a visit to relatives 
in Ruddles Mills, where the cutting 
occurred.

Thirty-six times Ryles slashed or 
stabbed Welsh, but only one of the 
wounds, which was in the side wai 
serious. Welsh is suffering consider 
ably from his injuries but none of the 
wounds will prove serious. No war- 
rant was issued for the arrest of Ryle* 
and it is said Welsh will not prosecute 
him.

An entirely unprecedented thing oc- 
curred in Washington during the week 
following the convening of the present 
session of Congress on December 4, al- 
though the country may not have been 
too busy to have noticec' it. 

The Democratic House met on every- 
one of the six days followincr the open- 
ing day, remaining in session through- 
out each day, every moment consumed 
in real work, until it was time to light 
the lamps.

"If anybody thinks this is going to 
be a 'do nothing' Congress they are 
badly mistaken," was the answer 
made by Champ Clark to the propo- 
sition that the Democrats proposed to 
devote the present session to efforts to 
"put the Republicans in a hole," so as 
to strengthen their own position for 
next year.

The Roosevelt renomination talk, 
which was more'pronounced during the 
recent meeting of the Republican 
national committee than at any time 
since the former president's return 
from Africa, has died [down again. 
And now comes the report that this 
talk was started by the old guard 
leaders among the committeemen for 
the purpose of frightening Mr. Taft 
into allowing them to have control of 
the preliminaries of the next Republi- 
can convention in Chicago. This con- 
trol means a big advantage to those 
who possess it, for with it goes the 
authority to dictate seating arrange- 
ments, admissions, distribution of 
patronage and committee assignments; 
in short it means control of the con- 
vention right up to the time of ballot- 
ing. 

The Roosevelt talk, according to the 
best information, did net spring from 
friends of the former president, but 
from his enemies. The Jplan was, by 
starting this talk to disconcert and di- 
vide the insurgents. Then, with Mr. 
Taft deserted by all except the south- 
ern postmaster delegates, a deadlock 
could be forced, which could be broken 
at the proper time in favor of a com- 
promise candidate acceptable to the 
old guard leaders. 

As a result of these machinations it 
has been stated, apparently with some 
show of authority that Mr. Taft is so 
disgusted Jwith {conditions within his 
party, that he may withdraw from the 
i?ce entirely.

Ruthless Destruction of Books. 

Napoleon was indirectly responsible 
for the destruction of a vast quantity 
of books. In 1S12 he framed a law al- 
lowing goods to be imported from tne 
United Kingdom, provided that the 
Importer shipped an equivalent quan- 
tity of French goods to this country 
French merchants generally met the 
requirements of tbis law by shipping 
books to the value of the wares they 
wished to import. Having served to 
gain the necessary permit, the books 
were thrown overboard on the way to 
England, as there was no demand tor 
them here. Shippers could well afford 
to do this, for coffee and sugar were 
then about ten times dearer in France 
than In PJngland. It has been esti- 
mated that hooks to the nominal value 
of four million dollars were destroyed

Clever Thieves Operating Here. 

According to information that has 
been given to the police a clever 
scheme on the part of a band of 
thieves operating in this city, is be- 
ing worked very effectively, and 
grocery men over the city are made 
the victims of the gang which is evi- 
dently well organized and doing busi- 
ness on a large scale. 

The band, it is believed, numbers 
five, or possibly more, but at any rate 
that number is all that is required to 
work the game which has been pulled 
off on numerous occasions in the past 
few days.

One of the 
number will engage the clerk in con- 
versation with an apparent view of 
making a purchase, and price various 
articles, which gives his compainons 
the opportunity of picking out most 
any article within reach and conreal it 
beneath their overcoats. This is done 
while the clerk's attention is attracted 
by the spokesman of the crowd who in- 
forms him he will return later. 

Then, it is said, the trio will start 
for the door, and upon reaching the 
exit, two other negroes enter, attract- 
ing the attention of the clerk to some 
minor article. This is done in order to 
allow their companions to make a 
quick "get away" with the goods they 
nave stolen, then they too depart. 

The scheme has been worked on sev- 
eral groceryraen and various articles 
have been missed after the departure 
of the nergoea. The men are all 
strangers here and not one of the 
clerks upon whom the scheme has 
oeen worked have seen them before. 
The police have the matter in their 
hands and an effort will be made to 
trap them.

"A compromise county unit local 
option measure will be offered to the 
Legislature next month, and it is be- 
lieved it will be acceptable to both 
side of the long drawn aut fight. The 
compromise bill will provide that 
whenever 50 per cent or a majority of 
the votes of any city in the State ask 
for a vote cn the liquor question a 
vote shall be taken as to whether or 
not liquor shall be sold in that city, 
the vote to be taken irrespective of 
the fact that the whole county may 
have previously voted dry. Tbo pres- 
ent law provides that here 25 per cent 
or only one fourth cf the voters in 
cities of the first, second, third acd 
fuurth classes sign a petition asking 
for a vote on the liquor question the 
vote shall be taken."
